Remembered the Date. 


In the summer of 1873, on the 24th w July, 


while sojourning in our little home in New 
Jersey, I was awakened by the tramp of a 
horse coming up the rood, stopping at the 
gate, driving through and up to the front 
porch. I heard my little nephew's merry 
laugh at thought of our surprise, and the 
distinct voice of my brother trying to sup- 
press the child: "Hush I Do not let them 
hear us."

My husband was sleeping 
soundly. I did not disturb him, hoping to 
give him such a pleasant surprise. I passed 
through the dining room into the kitchen 
out on the porch. I could see readily every- 
where.

The awful stillness I shall never 
forget; Bewildered, almost frightened, dis- 
appointed, yet feeling sure of my brother's 
near presence, I called his name with no re- 
sponse, and returned to my husband, telling 
to him my strange experience. We made a 
note of the date. My brother died that very 
day at sea, the 24th of July, 1S72,— Religio-

Chance or Provldcncef 


The word "chance"' is often used in lieu of 


that Providence which "shapes our end," a 
fact illustrated by the story of the first meet- 
ing of Jenny land with Otto Goldschmidt, 
who subsequently became her husband. 


Jenny Lind had offered to sing in aid ot 


the Consumptive hospital, Brompton. 
A 


hall, seating 000 persons, had been secured, 
and the price of reserved seats was fixed at 
two guineas, and the unreserved at one 
guinea. When Jenny Lind learned this she 
was angry, and protested that '.ho manager 
of the concert had doomed her to sing to 
empty benches. But the result proved the 
groundlessness of her fears—for the concert 
netted nearly $8,000. 


A number of musical artists applied for 


permission to play for the charity. Their 
letters were submitted to Jenny Lind, and 
tihe selected the one written by a young Ger- 
man composer, to be answered in the affirma- 
tive. She had never heard of him before, 
and apparently the selection was a mere 
chance. The accepted applicant was Otto 
Gtoidschmidt, who then and there found his 
"Inckdey."—Youths' Companion. 


The Oldest Bank Notes. 


The oldest bank notes are the "flying 


money," or "convenient money," first issued 
in China 8687 B. C. Originally these notes 
were issued by the treasury, but experience 
dictated a change to the banks under govern- 
ment inspection and control. The early 
Chinese '•greenbacks" were in all essentials 
similar to the modern bank notes, bearing 
the name of the bank, date ot issue, the num- 
ber of the note, the signature of the official 
issuing it, indications of its value in figures, 
in words, and in the pictorial representation 
in coins or heaps of coins equal in amount to 
its face value, and a notice of the pains and 
penalties following counterfeiting. Over and 
above all was a laconic exhortation to in- 
dustry and thrift: "Produce all yon can; 
spend with economy." The notes were 
printed in blue ink, on paper made from the 
fiber of the mulberry tree. One issue, in 1396 
B. c., is all carefully preserved in the Asiatic 
museum at St. Petersburg.—London Globe. 


JUGGLERY IN INDIA, 


\ CHICAGO MISSIONARY TELU8 OF 


A WONDERFUL FEAT. 


Writer* oo the Subject, He Says, Do Not 


Give the Mysterious Heathen Half Bis) 
Dueu—Live Animals Produced In Space 
from Nothing and Lowered to the Karth. 
For the last twenty-seven yean Bishop 


Fork has been a missionary among tha Hin- 
doos, during which time he hat not set foot 
on other than Indian soil. He has penetrated 
the depths of the jungles, distributing tracts 
and spreading the light among the wildest 
and most heathenish tribes in all India. To 
a reporter the bishop said: During my stay 
hi India I was frequently in receipt ot books, 
papers and magazines from home, many of 
which contained what purported to be stories 
of life in India. 


To cay that I was amazed at the lack of 


truth and meagemess of detail in those 
articles would but feebly express my opinion 
on the subject. In all the articles there was 
something lacking, but the most glaring 
omissions were made in stories of native Hin- 
doo jugglery. By comparing my personal 
experience) with the published accounts I can 
truthfully say that the Hindoo juggler is the 
most grossly misrepresented human being on 
the face of the earth. The writer was either 
sadly lacking in descriptive power or hs 
failed to give the poor Hindoo the benefit of 
the truth. The conjuring feats described 
would do very well for a bungling apprentice 
juggler, but they don't do justice to the jour- 
neyman juggler of India. 


THE TRAVELING JUGGLERS. 


'It was my good fortune to witness one 


performance in this line which will give you 
a faint idea of what the Hindoo can do. 
Along about the 1st of April two other mis- 
sionaries and myself stopped at the home of 
a friend on the outskirts of Delhi After a 
bounteous dinner ot fried chicken we repaired 
with our host to the veranda of the bunga- 
low to enjoy an after dinner cigar. While 
in the midst of an animated religious discus- 
sion a native sikh or leader appeared, fol- 
lowed by two attendants. The sikh was the 
Bcranniest, most consumptive looking speci- 
men I ever saw. He was hollow eyed and 
sallow, and wore no clothes except a turban 
and a scanty waist doth. The attendants 
seemed to be enjoying better health, and each 
carried a large bundle of bamboo poles tied 
around the middle with a bit of rope, 


"That fellow," said our host, "is a sleight 


of hand man or juggler, and if you wish he 
will perform some feats that will astonish 
you." 


Wo signified our desire to be astonished, 


whereupon the host signaled tha juggler to 
go ahead with his show. And I must gay it 
was the most marvelous affair of the kind I 
jver saw. 


Favoring us with a profound salaam the 


sikh gave some directions in his native tongue 
to the attendants, who carried their bundles 
of poles to an open space in front of the ver- 
anda. As far as we could see the entire out- 
fit consisted of those bamboo poles. They had 
absolutely no stage mechanism or parapher- 
nalia employed by the civiUzod conjurer. 


The sikh stood mutely by with folded arms 


while his helpers went to work with the 
poles, and in a remarkably short space of 
tune produced a light jointed ladder at least 
eighty feet long with rungs one foot apart. 
When the ladder was finished it was laid fiat 
on the ground, the two helpers taking their 
place at one end and the sikh at the other. 
Removing his turban the juggler, who was 
at the bottom of the ladder, stood with his 
heels on the ground and with the balls of his 
feet resting ou the extreme ends of the lad- 
der. Then the helpers raised the other end 
of the ladder and moved rapidly toward their 
chief, raising the ladder up with their hands 
as they came. In this manner the ladder 
was placed in a perpendicular position at the 
sikh's feet 


TOT BISHOP'S STOBT. 


Then the attendants withdrew a short dis- 


tance and sat upon the ground, humming a 
low, 
monotonous chant, to the music of 


which the juggler slowly mounted the ladder, 
balancing it as he went. Keeping his eyes 
fixed on the top he mounted step by step, re- 
moving each rung with his toes as he climbed 
and tucking them under his arms. Slowly 
and steadily he mounted higher and higher 
on his frail support, while we scarcely dared 
breathe tor fear he would lose his balance. 
The removal of the rungs caused the sides of 
the ladder to sway and bend in a frightful 
manner, but the marvelous dexterity of the 
juggler prevented them from falling. 


On reaching the top the juggler pulled out 


the last rung and then stood on the extreme 
summit of the two naked, 80-foot poles. The 
oscillations at first were terrible, but the 
sikh had wonderful control of his legs, and 
gradually decreasing the swaying motion, he 
finally stood motionless as a statue at that 
dizzy height. Then, at a given signal, which 
we didn't see, the attendants jumped up and 
removed the two poles, laying them care- 
fully on the ground. 


I turned to our host, speechless with amaze- 


ment, but he only smiled and cautioned me 
to be silent, pointing at the same tune to the 
juggler, still standing motionless eighty feet 
in the air. I had seen come juggling myself, 
but never anything like that. 


While we were gazing spellbound at this 


uncanny phenomenon a dense blue mist en- 
veloped the juggler. Immediately after a 
low, bellowing sound was heard and a mo- 
ment later a half grown live giraffe at the 
end of a stout rope was lowered rapidly to the 
ground. Before we could recover from our 
astonishment the rope was hauled up and the 
next instant the mate of the first giraffe slid 
out of a cloudless sky. I was never a believer 
in tho supernatural, but at that moment I 
felt the presence of an unseen power. While 
I was wondering what would come next the 
juggler slid down, and while he tied the 
giraffes' necks together in a bow knot the 
helpers hauled the rope down and mode a neat 
coil of it. 


Then the sikh informed us that he was much 


fatigued and wished to rest himself before 
proceeding with the next trick. Permission 
being given by our host, the juggler at once 
fell into a doze standing erect on his feet. 
While the helpers were digging a hole to be 
used in the next trick a heavy ram storm 
came up, which indefinitely postponed the re- 
mainder ot the performance.—Chicago Times,

mand for silver in India and Japan. 
Thi 


increased coinage of British mints for em 
ployment in tbe mining communities of 
South Africa, and to meat a growing de 
mand for subsidiary coin at home, is sup 
posed to cause a nee in the price, but the 
purchase of $2,000,000 worth of silver pet 
month b; the United States is not referred 
to as a factor in the problem. One reason 
for the advance in silver is a belief that an 
friendly legislation is at an end. Tbe Na- 
tions that have demonetized the white metal 
may Hot change their policy at onee, but 
their example is not likely to be followed. 
The United States are now taking a con- 
siderable portion of tbe surplns silver of 
tbe world. This is having Us effect. Mean- 
while the English papers will try to account 
for the dust that is being kicked up. 


Is the President Opposed to Irrigation? 


The Enterprise comments: 
President Harrison did not decitjn to siy 


a single word about the establishment of 
system* of irrigation in the States and Ter- 
ritories West of the Missouri. The recla- 
mation of the millions on millions of arid 
valleys and plains in the Pacific Coast 
region is a matter of vital importance. It is 
a thousand times more'-live" as a ques- 
tion than our relations with Persia, Turkej 
or "Bonaboalagh." It is a home matter, 
and one that concerns the wealth and wel- 
fare of thu whole Nation. The territory to 
be rescued from the demon of aridity is 
larger than many Old World kingdoms. 
The reclamation of arid lands by thu es- 
tablishment of systems of irrigation is a 
matter that receives a large share of the at- 
tention of very many of the greatest and 
most powerful Governments on the face of 
the earth. Oar own Government bus beeo 
making surveys, appropriations have been 
made for the work, and voluminous rsports 
will presently be printed in regard to the 
same, yet President Hirrison does not say 
a word about tbe matter. He seems to care 
very little about anything West of the Mis- 
sissippi river. 


Tha Gazette says: 
A bill has been introduced in Congress 


granting to the State of Nevada all of the 
arid lands within her border and limiting 
the ownership of such lands to 80 acres. 
This is as it should be, for tbe temptation 
is too jfreat to entrust to the Legislature 
the making of laws for its diapohal. 
Tbe 


2,000,000 acre grant has actually been a 
drawback to Ihe State in years gone by, by 
allowing tbe ownership to go in very large 
t.acts to private individuals, thus keeping 
out home-seekers. What Nevada wants is 
populatior, end any land laws parsed that 
do not look to that end are worse than 
none at all. 


All of which would be very nice if the 


80 acre locations were provided with water 
by the State or through the investment of 
large sums of money by private individuals 
to construct ditches. 
Without the water 


being brought to his door for him few 
home-seekers would pet 80 aores. 


Nevada is entitled to $400,000 from the 


General Government on account of claims 
for services in suppressing the rebellion. 
The State will get the money at this ses- 
sion of Congress.

til November to famish ponret for operat- 
ing the stamp mills along the course of 
that stream, and not to en eibanst'on of 
Ilia ore resources 6£ the lode.

coins were scattered on the floor. Mo- 
Conka; bad attended a dance during the 
night and left for his office, telling his wife 
he had to square np his books, as it was 
the end of the year and his successor was 
to lake charge of the office next day. 
His 


friends asserted that he bad been mnrdered 
and the tiafe robbed, while others clung to 
the theory of defalcation and suicide. Mc- 
Conkey had a policy in the Travelers' Ac- 
cident Insurance Company for $5,000. Sa- 
die McConkey, the widow of the Treasurer, 
brought suit for the recovery of the amount 
of the policy and costs. A clause In email 
type in the policy provided that there could 
be no recovery for death from intentional 
injuries inflicted by the holder or others. 
Judge Love, of the United States District 
Court of Iowa, where the case was tried, 
denounced that clause and found for the 
plaintiff in the sum of $5,600. The insur- 
ance company appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States and that body 
reversed the decision of the lower Conrt. 
A new trial of the case took place at Dubu- 
que, Iowa, last week, and the jury found a 
verdict for Mrs. Sadie McConkey in the

His snpport, therefore, was given to Mr. 
Cameron, of Illinois, but he stood ready to 
vote for nny one of the four Western can- 
didates whoso election seemed possible. 
So much prominence was given to the di- 
ver question in the preliminary skirmish, 
that ho deemed it inadvisable to attend the 
St. Louis Convention, believing that he 
could do more good here. 


II was quite noticeable that all of the can- 


didates were especially anxious to procure 
Nevada's Representative support, because 
of the fact that ho more peculiarly and 
digtinctably, than any member of the 
House, represents n silver producing State. 
The Western man made D gallant, though 
disorganized, fight, Heed winning in a cau- 
cus by only one vota. 


Mr. Bartina since here has made a very 


favorable impression npon all who have 
met him, and many of the older members 
speak of him in high praise. He is re- 
garded as a man of high ability, and it is 
predicted that his career will be ia the 
highest degree creditable to himself and ad- 
vantageous to the Slate.
